Youngsters will be banned 
from venturing out at night 
without their parents in parts 
of Sutton Manor blighted by 
anti-social behaviour. 

The controversial move - 
which came into force on 
Monday - is part of sweeping 
new powers being handed to 
police in a bid to combat yobs 
on the troubled Chandlers 
Way estate. 

Police chiefs have also 
obtained a dispersal or¬ 
der covering the same area 
meaning they can ‘move on’ 
groups of two or more people 
if they suspect them of caus¬ 
ing trouble. 

Both orders will last un¬ 
til January next year. 

Insp Elaine Collins said 
the decision to apply for the 
powers followed complaints 
by residents and business 
owners. 

She added: “We have lis¬ 


tened to the concerns raised 
by the local community and 
businesses and are taking 
positive action to address an¬ 
ti-social behaviour. 

Under the new power, po¬

ficers and traffic officers will 
be authorised to order groups 
of leave the designated area. 

Anyone caught flouting 
such an order faces arrest. 
Anyone under aged 16 is also 
barred from going out on the 
estate between 9pm and 6am 
unless they are with a respon¬ 
sible adult. 

Insp Collins, however, in¬ 
sisted the powers will not af¬ 
fect ordinary folk. 

She said: “This order is 
part of a range of measures 
we and our partners are taking 
to tackle the problems caused 
by anti-social behaviour in St 
Helens and should make a re¬ 
al contribution towards mak¬ 
ing the area a safer place to live 
and work.” 

The area covered by the 
new power includes the fol¬ 
lowing roads: Jubits Lane 
to Forest Road, Forest

Thieves broke into a St Helens 
church at the weekend and 
made off with a number of 
items. 

Police are investigating after

The burglary was discov¬ 
ered at St Peter’s Church on 
Broad Oak Road, Parr, by a 
member of the clergy short¬ 
ly before the Sunday morning 
service. 

Thieves had attempted to 
steal the safe but it was found, 
still locked, dumped in the 
grounds of the church. 

A brass collection plate and 
a brass Bible stand were stolen 
and damage was caused to the 
church. 

The vicar of St Peter’s, Rev 
Neil McCathie, said: “I think 
my feeling is one of disap¬ 
pointment. There’s so many 
people in the Parr area who 
look to St Peter’s at major

times of their lives. 

“There’s also a regular con¬ 
gregation who put in an awful 
lot in to the church. It’s these 
people I feel for. 


“You are left thinking, ‘Why 
would someone cause this 
amount of damage and grief 
to others for such a small per¬ 
sonal gain.” 

Sunday’s service had to be 
cancelled in order to allow fo¬ 
rensic officers access to the 
scene. 

But Mr McCathie said nor¬ 
mal services would resume 
later this week. 

“There was an awful lot 
of mess and furniture had 
been turned over,” he added. 
“We’ll work together to get the 
church back to normal.” 

Det Chief Insp Paul 
Unsworth, of St Helens CID, 
appealed for witnesses to 
come forward. 

He said: “It defies belief 
that someone has targeted the 
church, which is a focal point 
of the community. 

“I would appeal to anyone 
who has information to con¬ 
tact us so we can find those 
responsible and return the 
stolen items.”

Tenants can seek help from 
government welfare reform

Helena bosses have urged 
tenants to seek help as the 
government’s latest welfare 
reform hit St Helens this 
week. 

They warned that the intro¬ 
duction of universal credit 
- which replaces jobseeker’s 
allowance, employment and 
support allowance, income 
support, child tax credit, 
working tax credit and hous¬ 
ing benefit - could cause “big 
problems”. 

All new single claimants, 
aged between 18 and 6o, apply¬ 
ing for benefits while jobless 
or working on a low income 
will receive the new benefit. 


Money will be paid month¬ 
ly, in arrears, into a bank, 
building society or Post Of¬ 
fice account. All applications 
must be made online through 
the www.gov.uk website. 

Helena Partnership’s di¬ 
rector, Gill Healey, said: “Not 
only will customers be paid 
monthly, not weekly, they’ll 
be responsible for paying 
their rent, too, and that’s a 
huge change. 

“Most of our customers 
are used to having their rent 
paid directly to us, as housing 
benefit. With universal credit, 
housing costs will be paid to 
customers, instead, who will 
then pay us. 

“Failing to budget could 
find people falling into debt 
and, in the very worst in¬ 
stance, losing their home.” 

She added: “A change of 



circumstance, like becom¬ 
ing unemployed, will auto¬ 
matically trigger a switch to 
universal credit. We urge any 
Helena customer whose cir¬ 
cumstances change to let us 


know immediately. 

“Working in partnership 
with St Helens Council and 
the Citizen’s Advice Bureau we 
can help customers get online 
to claim, open a bank account 


and manage their money for 
monthly payments.” 

Universal Credit has been 
piloted in 10 areas across 
the country on a rolling pro¬ 
gramme since 2013.

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New benefit system is learning all

The Government’s minister 
for welfare reform admits 
the introduction of universal 
credit across St Helens is un¬ 
likely to be hitch-free. 

From this week new, single 
jobseekers in St Helens will 
be enrolled on universal cred¬ 
it - instead of the old benefits 
package. 

But Lord Freud told the St Hel¬ 
ens Reporter ministers are 
“learning all the time” as the 
new benefits system is intro¬ 
duced and making minor ad¬ 
justments as problems arise. 
He said: “We’re going at it very 
carefully - doing it safely and 
securely. We’re learning how 
particular types of people can 
be affected by the changes and 
making little adjustments to 
the system all the time. Some 
of the things which have 
popped up have surprised us. 


“But the IT system which is 
being used for the North West 
roll-out is fairly straightfor¬ 
ward - it will take people’s de¬ 
tails accurately but, as yet, will 
not support any interactivity. 

“As we build what we want 
to do we will switch to an in¬ 
teractive system in which peo¬ 
ple will be able to use an app on 
their smartphones.” 

Lord Freud said couples in 
St Helens would soon be en¬ 
rolled onto universal credit 
too - perhaps by the end of the 
year - and said childcare issues 
would soon be taken into ac¬ 
count. 

He claimed the old benefits 
system was not only too com¬ 
plicated and not fit for pur¬ 
pose, but “disempowering” 
for benefits claimants. 

He said: “Universal credit 
combines some pretty compli¬ 
cated individual benefits into 
just one and includes both in 
work and out of work benefits. 
When someone goes onto uni¬ 
versal credit they stay on it - 
even if they find short-term 


jobs or lower paidjobs. There’s 
less bureaucracy too. 

“On the existing system 
claimants don’t know what 
will happen if they change 
their behaviour - and that can 
be incredibly disempower¬ 
ing. Many people don’t know 
whether accepting an extra 
three or four hours work a 
week will jeopardise their 
benefits. This means people 
get frozen in what they are do¬ 
ing because they know that 
package works for them.” 

Lord Freud claimed uni¬ 
versal credit would be a good 
thing for young jobseekers in 
St Helens too. 

He added: “It is in your in¬ 
terest to do any work you 
want to try. This will 
be an advantage 
for young peo¬ 
ple because 
they will be 
able to exper¬ 
iment more 
- for example 
working at 
events over 


the weekends. 

“The current benefits re¬ 
gime is inflexible. On job¬ 
seeker’s allowance people can 
become reluctant to work for 
short periods because of how 
it might af¬ 

fect their 
bene¬ 
fits.” 



The wait is finally over 
for new help scheme 


Universal Credit, the gov¬ 
ernment’s flagship welfare 
reform scheme, starts in 
St Helens this week having 
been trialled in nearby local 
authorities, (writes James Il¬ 
lingworth). 

The system was due to 
start in Wigan in April 2013 
but was delayed until July 
amid concerns about the De¬ 
partment for Work and Pen¬ 
sions computer systems. 

As part of the trial scheme, 
the UC payouts, which incor¬ 
porated several existing ben¬ 
efit payments, were available 
for single and childless who 
were new to the benefits sys¬ 
tem. 

The payments have now 
been extended to couples and 
families from this summer. It 
will start for just single claim¬ 
ants in St Helens. 

In March this year, DWP 
said almost 1,000 had start¬ 
ed using UC. 

Ministers argue that the 
reform programme will sim¬ 
plify the benefits system, 
make it easier to identify 
claimant fraud and help those 
looking for work. 


But it has also been 
slammed for leaving many of 
the poorest families with less 
income. 

Makerfield MP Yvonne Fo- 
vargue branded it “universal 
chaos” after the delayed start 
for Wigan borough claimants. 

And last month shadow 
work and pensions secretary 
Rachel Reeves MP said this 
week that despite her par¬ 
ty supporting the UC policy 
in principle, concerns have 
been voiced that it has been 
delivered “massively over¬ 
budget.” 

Service manager Lesley 
O’Halloran said: “None of the 
problems we have encoun¬ 
tered so far have been show 
stoppers, they are the things 
we expected to encounter in 
the transitional phases of be¬ 
ing involved in the scheme. 

“We have had examples 
of people claiming UC online 
but finding they’re not eligi¬ 
ble as part of the pilot scheme. 

“They have not then been 
able to claim their benefits 
using the former system - 
such asjob-seekers allowance 
- online as well.”

The partner of a St Helens 
man who died after falling 
down the stair has paid trib¬ 
ute to a “loving, caring and 
well-educated” man. 

A verdict of accidental death 
was recorded at the inquest 
of John Pennington, who was 
found at the foot of the stair¬ 
case at his Thatto Heath home. 

The 6o-year-old’s partner 
Yvonne Lee told the Report¬ 
er that he was an individual 
“who would do anything for 
anyone.” 

Ms Lee, 6o, who lived a few 
doors down from Mr Penning¬ 
ton on Elephant Lane, said the 
dad of two would be sorely 
missed in their community. 

She said: “He thought the 
world of me and I thought the 
world of him, I will really miss 
him. He was just a very, very 
nice man and I’m very sorry 
that he died in the way he did. 

“He worked for Rolls Royce 
in his younger days and was 
based over in the US for some 
time. He loved to read and 
he was well-educated and he 
would teach me a lot of things 
about subjects I had never 
heard of before. 

“All the people in our street 
will miss him as well. 

“He never had a bad word 
to say about anyone.” 

The inquest at St Helens 


Town Hall heard that Mr Pen¬ 
nington had battled with al¬ 
coholism in the past and had 
suffered from epilepsy and 
depression. 

He had sustained a broken 
spine, pathologist Dr David 
Barker told the court. 

Ms Lee said that her part¬ 
ner had a fondness for animals 
and would often house-sit for 


her sister and brother-in-law’s 
pet dog. 

She said: “I will never for¬ 
get the day that some duck¬ 
lings must have got out and 
John stopped traffic so that 
they would not get run over 
and helped them cross the 
road. That was the kind of 
man he was, very loving and 
thoughtful.”

behind the anonymity of the 
internet or social media to 
commit crimes against chil¬ 
dren and they will eventually 
be caught. 

“Nicholas Daniels is a ma¬ 
nipulative man who preyed on 
a teenage girl while she was at 
a vulnerable stage in her life. 
His successful prosecution 
shows that he did not get away 
with it in the end.” 

Liverpool Crown Court 
heard how the victim’s moth¬ 
er started to become con¬ 
cerned about her daughter’s 
mood swings and worsening 
performance at school in No¬ 
vember last year. 

Then, when she checked 
her daughter’s phone for clues 
as to the catalyst, she found in- 
decent images of her daugh¬ 
ter. She reported the matter 
to the police and the victim’s 
phone was examined. 

Daniels was then traced 
via a mobile phone number 
located on chat messages dat¬ 
ed between October 17 and 31, 
2013, in which he had incited 
the victim to take and send in¬ 
decent images of herself. 

The suspect was arrest¬ 
ed in January 2014 and sub¬ 
sequently admitted to both 
asking for the images and 
knowing that the victim was 
only 14. 

This week he became the 
first sex offender to be pros¬ 
ecuted by the recently-formed 
St Helens Child Sexual Exploi¬ 
tation (CSE) Team. 

Daniels, of Barry, south 
Wales, was handed a 14-month 
jail sentence - suspended for 
two years - and a 10-year sex¬ 
ual offences prevention order. 

He was also ordered to sign 
the sex offenders’ register. 

DCI Unsworth added: “The 
bravery of this victim has been 
outstanding and her evidence 
was absolutely crucial to the 
case. She found the courage 
to report what had happened 
to Merseyside Police and was 
then supported by us, the CPS 
and other agencies during an 
extremely difficult six-month 
investigation. 

“Specialist police officers 
and lawyers have stayed by her 
side right through to the sen¬ 
tencing and beyond, ensur¬ 
ing she got her chance to tell a 
court what Daniels had done 
and to see justice done. 

“I hope this case sends out 
a strong message to victims 
of sexual abuse, whether it is 
recent or historic, that if you 
can find the courage needed to 
come forward, the authorities 
will be there for you.”

That was the outburst 
made by Mary Connor, 20, of 
Thatto Heath, when she ap¬ 
peared in the dock at the bor¬ 
ough police court charged 
with stealing a bicycle. 

The court heard how, 
after the offence had been 
committed, the defendant 
absconded and was traced 
to London - where she was 
arrested by Metropolitan 
Police. 

Connor claimed the vic¬ 
tim had let her have a ride 
on his bike - but she admit¬ 
ted then selling it on to a lor¬ 
ry driver.

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Man’s horror death by 
tree he was cutting down

A Newton man died in unimagi¬ 
nably horrific circumstances 
after a tree he was cutting 
down fell on top of him as he 
took a break from his chores. 

Phillip Graham, 44, was half¬ 
way through felling the 30ft 
conifer when he decided to stop 
work for a brief period to rest. 

But the tree, unstable from 
Mr Graham’s cutting, toppled 
over, landing on his shoulder 
and trapping him underneath 
it. 

It is believed he was alive 
for some time after the initial 
impact and may have struggled 
desperately to free himself. 


The 44-year-old’s body was 
discovered by police officers 
two days later in the back gar¬ 
den of his Willow Avenue home 
after he was reported missing. 

Apost-mortemrecorded Mr 
Graham’s cause of death as pos¬ 
tural asphyxia, which occurs 
when a person’s body position 
prevents them from breathing 
properly. 

It is usually associated with 
deaths during restraint by po¬ 
lice and prison officers. 

An inquest, held at St Hel¬ 
ens Town Hall on Tuesday (Ju¬ 
ly 15), heard Mr Graham, who 
lived alone, had gone into his 
back garden on the evening of 
Thursday, June 19 to cut down 
a large conifer. 

Using an electric saw, he be¬ 
gan working on the tree but in¬ 
explicably stopped some time 


later and sat down on the deck¬ 
ing area of the garden. 

Coroners’ officers told the 
hearing that when police called 
at his home two days later, they 
found Mr Graham sat with the 
tree across his shoulder, press¬ 
ing him towards the ground. 

The tool he had been us¬ 
ing was still in the back garden 
with the lead plugged in. Police 
quickly ruled out foul play. 

Instead, they discovered the 
saw had only been used to cut 
into part of tree’s base before 
Mr Graham stopped and put 
the tool aside. 

That meant the tree re¬ 
mained upright as Mr Gra¬ 
ham, who was unmarried and 
had no children, walked away 
to sit down before it suddenly 
toppled over. 

Verdict: Accidental death. 
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Driver arrested after hit-and-run 


Police arrested a 37-year-old 
man in connection with a hit 
and run after an incident in 
Prescot in which a cyclist was 
seriously injured. 

Thevictim, 26, was knocked 


from his bike in the early hours 
of this morning (Thursday). 

He suffered head and back 
injuries and was taken to hos¬ 
pital where his condition is de¬ 
scribed as serious but stable. 


A man aged 37 was later ar¬ 
rested on suspicion of drink 
driving and failing to stop at 
the scene of an accident. 

He has been released on po¬ 
lice bail.

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Pensioner died after choking 


Off-road bikers still 
using the Dream site 



An elderly woman with Alzhe¬ 
imer’s, dementia and diabetes 
died when her airway became 
blocked after Whiston Hospi¬ 
tal nurses left her to eat on her 
own. 

But an inquest at St Helens 
Town Hall heard that Mavis 
Bredel, 84, had previously only 
once required help with her 
eating during a lengthy hos¬ 
pital stay. 

Mrs Bredel, who had been 
treated on Ward 5D following 
her admission last August, 
was found unresponsive at 
about 5.30pm on November 
11 last year and subsequently 
pronounced dead. 

Ward manager Jane Shar¬ 
pies told how Mrs Bredel had 
earlier been deemed fit for 
discharge from the hospital 


Police in St Helens are warn¬ 
ing criminals their cards are 
marked. 

The message came at the 
launch of a scheme to roll-out 
a forensic marking kit to deter 
crooks from domestic and re¬ 
tail crime. 

A key part of the initiative 
is a forensic spray to be used 
in convenience stores against 


on September 2 but then re¬ 
mained at Whiston because 
of her challenging behaviour 
and because her care home no 
longer met her needs. 

She said there was no evi¬ 
dence Mrs Bredel had previ¬ 
ously struggled to swallow her 
food. 

Mrs Sharpies told how, on 
November 11, she had cut up a 
sausage for Mrs Bredel to eat 
before leaving her to eat her 
meal. 

But when nurses checked 
on her at 5.30pm she was 
found in a collapsed state. 

A post mortem, carried out 
by a pathologist independent 
of Whiston Hospital, found 
the medical cause of death 
as “airway obstruction due to 
food impaction” - citing Alzhe- 


shoplifters. 

The spray can be used by 
staff members to leave a mark 
on offenders and is only visible 
under ultra-violet light. 

Chief Insp Jenny Sims said: 
“As well as offering homeown¬ 
ers extra measures against 
burglary, we are continuing 
our efforts to tackle retail 
crime. 


imer’s disease as a contribu¬ 
tory factor as it had caused 
Mrs Bredel’s gag reflex to be 
supressed. 

Mrs Bredel’s daughter, 
Marcelle Smethurst, ques¬ 
tioned why her mother had 
been left alone because “it was 
getting to the point where she 
couldn’t feed herself”. 

She added that, as a result, 
her mother had suffered “the 
most horrific death”. 

A consultant physician 
also told how Mrs Bredel’s 
blood sugar levels had fluc¬ 
tuated wildly throughout her 
hospital stay because she had 
continued to eat sugary foods - 
despite advice to the contrary. 

Coroner Christopher Sum¬ 
ner recorded a verdict of “mis¬ 
adventure”.

Off-road bikers are still using 
the area around the Dream 
statue as a racetrack - despite 
the life-changing injuries sus¬ 
tained by teenager Liam Clark 
in a crash there nearly two 
yearsago. 

Coun Richard McCauley, 
St Helens Council’s cabinet 
member for community safe¬ 
ty, warned of the potentially 
fatal consequences of reckless 
riding in public areas follow¬ 
ing a series of bike seizures. 

He said: “We have had some 
serious incidents involving 
off-road vehicles in the past 
and sooner or later there’s go¬ 
ing to be another one involv¬ 
ing one of these machines. 

“Apart from the danger 
they pose to themselves, many 
of these riders are untrained 
and putting others at risk in 
the public places they use - in¬ 
cluding families, dog walkers 
and young children. 


“And, of course, these 
scrambler bikes, quad bikes 
and mini-motos are hardly 
ever insured, taxed or MOT’d. 

Coun McCauley issued the 
warning as police seized three 
more machines in St Helens as 
part of the council’s Safespace 
campaign and Merseyside Po¬ 
lice’s Operation Brookdale. 

One rider had his bike 
seized in Sutton Manor as he 
was on his way to the Dream 
site. A second fled after aban¬ 
doning his off-roader in Chil- 


tern Road, Parr, while the 
third - who was also in breach 
of court bail - was stopped in 
Parr Stocks Road. 

“It’s illegal to ride any mo¬ 
torbike, quad-bike or mini- 
moto in St Helens parks and 
open spaces,” added Coun Mc- 
Cauley, “and the police will 
seize them.” 

Residents can help keep 
parks and open spaces free 
from vehicle nuisance by re¬ 
porting any incidents to Mer¬ 
seyside Police on 101.

T he successful pros¬ 
ecution of pervert 
Nicholas Daniels was 
no doubt an extreme¬ 
ly significant mo¬ 
ment in the young life of the 
14-year-old St Helens girl he 
groomed. 

We can only hope she is 
somehow able to come to 
terms with the way she was 
treated and find a way to 
move forward with her life. 
But it also shows the ease 
with which people who have 
never met can communicate 
with each other in the mod¬ 
ern world and, consequently, 
the difficulty parents can 
have in protecting our young 
people from harm. 

In this case the victim’s 
mother was quickly able to 
spot changes in her daugh¬ 
ter’s behaviour and, thank¬ 
fully, quickly found the root 
cause of the problem. 

But that may not always be 
the case. 

It’s crucial that victims of 
such abuse find the courage 
to report what has happened 
to them and help bring pred¬ 
ators like Daniels tojustice. 
As DCI Paul Unsworth point¬ 
ed out, that must have taken 
a great deal of bravery for 
this young girl. 

But, as important as that 
courage, is that the support 
is in place to help victims 
through every second of the 
justice process. 

It clearly worked in this case 
and the St Helens Child Sex¬ 
ual Exploitation team - only 
launched in March - already 
has its first successful pros¬ 
ecution.

Compensation for 
blacklisted workers 


A compensation scheme for 
workers blacklisted by con¬ 
struction firms has been 
branded “grossly inadequate” 
by union leaders. 

A 53-year-old St Helens 
builders was among thou¬ 
sands of workers who discov¬ 
ered they’d been barred from 
certain jobs for their union 
activities. 

The blacklist, containing 
more than 3,200 names of 
mainly building workers, was 
discovered five years ago when 
the offices of the Consulting 
Association were raided by the 
Information Commissioner. 

Many of those on the list 
say they have been denied 
work for years. 

Eight companies said that 
following months of talks, the 
scheme had been finalised 
and was now open to applica¬ 
tions. 

Compensation will range 
from £4,000 where “mini¬ 
mal information” was held, to 
£20,000 for those whose en¬ 
tries on the blacklist included 
more details. 

Justin Bowden, GMB na¬ 
tional officer, said, “To try and 
present such a grossly inade¬ 
quate sum of money as mean¬ 
ingful compensation for the 
devastating damage inflicted 
on the livelihoods and fami¬ 


lies of the thousands of people 
they blacklisted, and for the 
gross invasion of privacy they 
committed, suggests they are 
sorry only that they got caught 
and saw their corporate repu¬ 
tations dragged through the 
mud, nothing more. 

“These construction com¬ 
panies lied and spied and this 
is the paltry price they place 
on 15 years of blacklisting. 
Legally represented black¬ 
listed workers are likely to 
get a much better settlement 
through the courts.” 

Steve Murphy, general sec¬ 
retary of UCATT, said: “This is 
a deeply cynical attempt by the 
blacklisting companies to try 
to prevent workers, who have 
had their lives ruined, getting 
justice.” 

The St Helens reader 
whose name featured on a 
construction industry black¬ 
list has urged other people 
to check whether they’re on 
it too. The reader, who asked 
not to be named, claims he was 
blocked from getting jobs by 
major employers after being 
involved in two trade union 
disputes. 

“It’s hard enough trying 
to find work at the moment 
without having a black mark 
against your name. I just 
couldn’t get a start anywhere.”

The St Helens Reporter has 
been scouring round our bor¬ 
ough taking a look at our vil¬ 
lages and districts. This week 
it’s the turn of Sutton. 

Historically within Lanca¬ 
shire, it is one of the four town- 
ships along with Eccleston, 
Parr and Windle that formed 
the municipal borough of St 
Helens in 1868. 

The old township of Sut¬ 
ton included Peasley Cross, 
Marshalls Cross, Clockface, 
Sutton Manor and Sherdley 
and totalled 3,752 acres. The 
exact derivation of Sutton is 
uncertain. 

It is thought the township 
took its name from ‘Sudtun’, 
old English for southern en¬ 
closure or south town and was 
likely to have been the south¬ 
ern portion of a Saxon thegn’s 
estate. Before the Conquest of 
1066 AD, Sutton was held by 
King Edward the Confessor 
and located within the Royal 
Forest of West Derby. 

This extended from Bur- 
tonwood to Crosby and in the 


12th and 13th centuries, Sut¬ 
ton became part of the Bar¬ 
ony of Widnes. Along with 
fourteen other townships in¬ 
cluding Windle, Parr and Ec¬ 
cleston, it became part of the 
large ecclesiastical parish of 
Prescot and its rich seams of 
coal, which were first discov¬ 
ered in Sutton Heath around 
1540, transformed it from an 
area of moorland and forest 
into an area of mining. 

Today, there is a thriving 
business community in Sut¬ 
ton.

A world-renowned linguist 
will return to his hometown to 
launch his latest book chroni¬ 
cling the extraordinary lives 
of his ancestors.

D. Lewis, whose work has in¬ 
cluded being a personal tutor 
to a Japanese empress and

He was pushed out ofWales by 
the establishment and came 
to Wigan to work in Ince. 

“He was one of the found¬ 


ers of the Miners’Association, 
which can be regarded as the 
world’s first trade union. 

“He had three sons and 
one of them, Jake, broke all 
records for producing tubs 
down the mines. He worked 
from the age of nine until he 
retired at 74 spending 65 years 
underground, which I don’t 
think many of us could han¬ 
dle now.”

One in a Million - the autobiog¬ 
raphy of rugby legend Steve 
Prescott - will be officially 
launched at this year’s Tet¬ 
ley’s Challenge Cup final. 

Steve, the former St Helens, 
Hull FC, Wakefield Trinity 
Wildcats, Lancashire, Eng¬ 
land and Ireland full-back, 
began writing his life story 
in 2007 while battling cancer 
and had completed the manu¬ 
script a few weeks before he 
passed away in November af¬ 
ter complications from a mul¬ 
ti-organ transplant. 

His wife, Linzi, has writ¬ 
ten the final two heart-rend¬ 
ing chapters of a book which, 
for the first time, will tell the 
whole story of Steve’s brave 
battle with cancer. 

In the book, Steve de¬ 
scribes growing up in St 
Helens, dealing with early 
rejection before signing for 
his home-town team and the 
highs and lows of top level 
Rugby League. 

Although he writes col- 
ourfully about the ups and 
the downs of his career in 
the game, One in a Million 
is much more than a sports 
book, with much space de¬ 
voted to the way he tested 
himself and inspired others 
with a series of gruelling chal¬ 
lenges. 

Linzi said: “At first
